Imports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products — excluding  wool — into  the 
United  States  during  I959  reached  a  record  value  of  $557  million.  This 
exceeded  the  all-time  high  of  the  previous  year  by  8  percent.    Cattle  and  beef 
accomted  for  weJJL  over  half  of  thesis  imports.    Exports,  amoiinting  to  $339 
million,  were  I8  percent  above  I958  but  fell  short  of  the  $382  million  peak 
established  in  1957. 

Hie  recovery  in  exports  during  1959  resulted  from  increased  U.S.  supplies  and 
from  liberalization  of  import  restrictions  in  several  U.S.  export  markets. 
Lard,  tallow,  variety  meats,  and  cattle  exports  showed  the  most  significant 
increases.    A  reduction  in  domestic  slaughter  of  low  grade  cattle  created  an 
exceptionally  heavy  demand  for  imports  of  beef  and  mutton  for  manufacturing 
purposes • 

Shaxp  increases  in  tallow  and  variety  meat  exports  are  probable  during  I960 
because  of  heavier  cattle  slaughter.    High  laxd  exports  during  the  first  half 
of  the  year  could  be  offset  by  a  drop  in  shipments  later  in  the  year  as  hog 
slaughter  decreases.    Beef  and  cattle  imports  are  expected  to  be  lower. 


Almost  70  percent  of  the  value  of  U.S.  exports  in  1959  consisted  of  three 
commodity  categories — inedible  tallow  and  greases,  lard,  and  hides  and  skins. 
The  former  alone  accounted  for  one -third  of  the  total  export  value  of  all 
livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products,  despite  the  exceptionally  low  prices  for 
this  commodity. 

The  quantity  of  tallow  and  greases  maLrketed  abroad  during  1959  was  3I  percent 
above  the  year  before  when  high  prices  reduced  sales.    Three  countries — 
Italy,  Japan,  and  the  Netherlands— took  56  percent  of  the  l,k6k  million 
pounds  of  inedible  tallow  and  greases  exported  during  1959* 


EXPORTS 


Tft-rd  shiimients  dtiring  I959  rose  by  55  percent  to  6ok  million  poimds.  Because 
of  lower  prices,  there  was  an  increase  in  value  of  only  I5  percent  over  I958, 
The  Iftiited  Kingdom  and  Cuba  together  received  8I  percent  of  the  total 
exports,  vith  each  country  purchasing  a  postwar  record  quantity  of  U.S.  lard. 
On  the  other  hand,  sales  to  most  other  lard  importing  countries  continued  a 
declining  trend  that  began  in  1957,  a  situation  attributed  to  increased 
competition  from  domestic  supplies  and  other  lard  supplying  coimtries. 

Hide  and  skin  exports  declined  for  the  second  year  in  succession  to  7.1 
million  pieces,  and  were  the  lowest  for  any  year  since  1953-    Because  of 
higher  cattle  hide  and  calf  skin  prices,  howver,  the  total  value  of  exports 
in  1959  was  I3  percent  larger  than  the  year  before.    Ejqports  during  i960  are 
expected  to  be  significantly  higher  because  of  heavier  domestic  cattle 
slaughter.    As  for  the  previous  year,  Japan  was  the  major  destination  of 
cattle  hide  shipments,  while  Canada  was  the  most  important  outlet  for  calf, 
sheep,  and  lamb  skins. 

Variety  meat  exports,  at  9I  million  pounds,  recovered  from  a  2k  percent  drop 
in  1958  and  were  about  equal  to  the  1957  shipnents  .    Most  of  the  increase 
over  1958  went  to  the  Uhited  Kingdom  and  West  Germany,  where  trade 
liberalization  measures  pennitted  larger  imports,  and  to  the  Netherlands. 
The  latter  two  countries  alone  accounted  for  73  percent  of  the  total  1959 
variety  meat  exports. 

Ifchair  exports  climbed  sharply  during  1959,  totaling  almost  I9  million  n 
pounds,  an  all-time  high,  and  significantly  above  any  previous  year.  The 
Iftiited  Kingdom  was  by  far  the  principal  market  for  U.S.  mohair,  taking  56 
percent  of  the  total  shipnents,  while  the  Netherlands  accounted  for  much  of 
the  remainder. 

The  1959  cattle  exports,  amounting  to  almost  51,000  head,  were  the  largest 
since  I925.    Although  the  number  of  breeding  cattle  sold  abroad  was  less 
than  during  I958,  there  was  an  unusually  heavy  movement  of  about  32,000  head 
of  slaughter  cattle  into  Canada  because  of  exceptionally  high  prices  In  that 
miarket. 

About  36  million  dollars  worth  of  red  meat  was  sold  abroad  in  1959,  approxi- 
mately the  same  as  the  year  before.    Pork  exports,  amounting  to  71  million 
pounds,  went  largely  to  Cuba  and  Mexico,  while  most  of  the  27  million 
pounds  of  beef  exported  was  received  by  Canada, 

ZMPOROS 

Red  meat  imports  during  I959  totaled  95^+  million  pounds,  an  increase  of  I6 
percent  over  the  record  high  imports  in  I958.    These  imports,  valued  at  $380 
million,  accounted  for  almost  70  percent  of  the  total  value  of  imports  of 
livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products.    Considerably  over  half  of  the  n^at 
imports  consisted  of  boneless  beef— up  6k  percent  from  I958— and  mutton, 
which  sho\7ed  an  increase  of  aOjnost  three  times  the  quantity  received  the 
year  before.    A  decline  in  the  slaiighter  of  canner  and  cutter  cattle  with  a

resultant  sharp  increase  of  prices  of  low  grade  meat  encoijraged  foreign 
exporters  to  increase  shipaents  to  the  Ifoited  States. 

The  Uhited  States  imported  a  record  quantity  of  "boneless  beef  during  1959 • 
Australia  became  the  principal  supplier  of  this  product  for  the  first  time 
in  1959>  following  modification  of  an  agreement  with  the  Ifeited  Kingdom  in 
late  1958  "Which  had  previously  required  Australia  to  send  almost  all  of  its 
beef  exports  to  that  countiy.    New  Zealand  was  the  second  most  important 
source  of  supply,  althoiigh  shipnents  were  about  10  percent  lower  than  in 
1958  because  of  reduced  production.    Imports  of  boneless  beef  from  Argentina 
declined  sharply  because  of  a  quarantine,  effective  in  IVfeiy  1959^  against 
imports  from  countries  having  foot-and-mouth  disease.    Previously,  imports 
of  lightly  cured  and  salted  boneless  beef  from  infected  countries  had  been 
permitted  to  ©iter  the  Uhited  States  under  the  category  "other  meat,  canned, 
prepared,  or  preserved."    However,  shipnents  were  halted  after  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  scientists  discovered  that  it  was  possible  for 
foot-and-mouth  disease  organisms  to  survive  the  curing  process. 

The  three  countries  mentioned  above  supplied  over  three-fourths  of  the  total 
boneless  beef  received  from  abroad,  while  Ireland  and  Mexico  accounted  for 
most  of  the  remainder. 

Argentina  continued  to  supply  the  bulk  of  canned  beef  imports  as  during  most 
previous  years.    Total  imports  of  this  commodity,  however,  were  down 
slightly  in  comparison  with  IS^Q, 

Canada  fumished  an  but  an  insignificant  quantity  of  the  48  million  pounds 
of  fresh  pprk  received.    The  Netherlands,  Denmark,  and  Poland  shipped  all  but 
a  small  quantity  of  the  I09  million  pounds  of  hams,  shoulders .  and  bacon 
imported  in  1959,  the  trade  of  which  was  about  the  same  as  the  year  before. 

Glutton  imports,  80  percent  of  which  came  from  Australia,  amounted  to  kj 
million  pounds,  ccmpared  with  I7  million  in  I958.    The  heavy  imports  were 
the  resiilt  of  a  strong  demand  for  this  product  as  a  substitute  for  low  grade 
beef  in  the  man\ifacture  of  frankfurters  and  similar  products.

Cattle  imports  in  I959  dropped  "by  38  percent  from  the  record  level  of  I958, 
but  were  still  substantial  at  709,000  head.    Shipments  from  Mexico  fell 
largely  because  of  increased  domestic  demand  and  a  reduction  in  the  export 
quota  to  protect  domestic  consmers  from  meat  shortages.    An  active  local 
demand  for  feeder  cattle  in  Canada  resulted  in  a  reduced  movement  to  the 
Ifeited  States. 

Imports  of  hides  and  skins  vere  up  sharply  in  1959  with  over  62  million 
pieces  being  received,  valued  at  $76  jnillion.    Over  half  of  the  imports  t:on- 
sisted  of  sheep  and  lamb  skins  of  which  New  Zealand  was  the  principal 
supplier.    Most  of  the  remainder  was  composed  of  goat  and  kid  skins  from  a 
large  number  of  countries  of  which  India  was  the  first  ranking  source. 
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
